Red Biver Rebellion, 

A nation n little over two years old 
with a rebellion on its hands 1 It will 
have been tocn from tho diBpatchos which 
we publishod yostorday that there is 
rather more in tho Red Ilivor revolt than 
w e at first supposed. We correctly sur- 
mised that tho recalcitrant half-breedts 
were merely the tools of more designing 
perBons ; yet there still exists a good 
deal of mystery about tho silent agency 
by which those desperadoes aro being 
hounded on to acts of outlawory and 
violence. It would not surprise us in tho 
least to learn that Foniauism has much 
to do with the matter. It is at least 
satisfactory to know that tho move- 
ment does not oommaud tho sympathy 
and support of the more respectable and 
intalligent Bottlers— that even the Eng- 
lish half-brceda stand alool from it. Six 
hundred of theBO robollious spirits, it is 
said, are banded together under an oath 
10 resist the Canadian authorities, call- 
ing tbomselves Liberators 1 This cer- 
tainly emacks somewhat of Fonianism. 
That six hundred rmlf-breods, without 
the sympathy and support of tho set- 
tlers, can become u very formidable 
force, much less successfully administer 
tho affairs of tho territory for any con., 
siderablo period, would appear to bo al- 
together preposterous ; but that they 
may succeed in inflicting serious injury 
cannot bo denied ; and that tho work of 
dislodging and subduing them moy involve 
both timo and expepee is equally. ob- 
vious Iu truth, the whole matter is 
surrounded with cousiderablo difliculty. 
Did the moans of roadior communica- 
tion through British territory exist, such 
a force, either regular or volunteer, as 
would mako short work of theso Liber* 
atora oould easily be sent into tho set. 
tlemont. But the only available com* 
munication at present is through tho 
United States ; and, apart from tho 
question of permission to a military 
force so pass, such a passage might well 
bo rendered hazardous by tho emissa- 
ries of the ;Fouians, who nro 6trong iu 
the Western States. In all probability 
whatever force is found necessary will 
be raised from among tho Bottlers them- 
selves, organized and led by officers 
from Canada, possibly with a spr.nk- 
ling of regulars or Canadian voluntoo'-s. 
Tins question will not fuil to impress 
very strongly upon tho Cuuadiau uud 
Imporial Governments, in the very out- 
set, the necessity of continuous railway 
communication through the Dominion 
— tho folly, in fact, of attempting to 
govern such a wido-sprcad territory 
without Buch ready means of 
communication. This littlo rel'ellion 
— this tempest in a tea-pot, may pos- 
sibly cost as much as a railway from 
Lake Superior to Fort Gnrry. Talking 
about cost, who is to meet tho expense 
of thi» retoit? Not the Canadian 
Government-, surely ; for tho territory 
has not yet been banded over. It is 
in reality Btill in tho possesion of tho 
Hudson Bay Company. Tho illness o( 
Governor McTavish — a circumstance to 
be regretted in any event— nppoars to 
be peeuliarly unfortunato at such a mo- 
ment, as, with the experience and inflo- 
enco ho cannot have failed to acquire, 
that gentleman would have been es- 
pecially fitted lo counteract the poison 
instilled into the minds ol thoio ignor- 
ant half-breedB by evil disposed plot- 
ters. Meanwbilo the Liberators would 
appear to bo making common cuuno 
with the Iludacu Bay Company, in tho 
disposition of their goods. We con- 
gratulate our contemporary of tho Nor' 
Wester upon bia appointment of 'Prin- 
ter to tbo Liberators.' Tho position 
must be quite a 'nobby' affair when the 
printers are attended by a 'guard 
of honour.' It is not improualilu 
that this unfortunato diflioi:;:y may 
be brought to an curlier and loss 
disastrous termination than many fear. 
The statement that there was a strong 
Organisation awaiting u favorablo op- 
portunity to declare lor Governor 
ItcDougall looks hopeful ; and it is by 
so means improbable that wo (-hall 
soon hear of tho ccinploto suppression 
pf the revolt by moans of tho loyul s.ot- 
tlerB tbemselTtjs. In any case, we hope 
tho authorities ut Ottawa will profit by 
Ibis little bit of experience, both as 
regards its bearing upon political liberty 
and the moans of lucilo locomotion, ft 
is a serious responsibility for a young 
nation to assume tho government of ho 
vast a territory ; and that responsibility 
is increased rather than lessened by 
the oircumstanco of tho central and 
western portions being so largely in- 
habited by a semi-barbarous poople. 
Stretching along tho Republican border, 
ns it does, the country must possoss 
liberal political institutions : and the 
Dominion Government must he prepar- 
ed to maintain these inwtituiions with a 
firm hand. Tho government must be 
liberal and benign; but it must also bo 
strong and firm. To this end continu- 
ous ra lway and telegraphic eouimuui- 
outiou ur9 indispensable. 

About 300 lemalo voters are now on toe 
register ol municipul voteia at Lincoln, Bug* 
land. At Stanilonl tho number ol lemole 
municipal voters for the ensuing year 'will ho 
150. At Bunt Retford, out ol 614 municipal 
voters for 1809-70, sixty will be women. At

will comprise upwards ol 10,1)00 about 1300 
of the voter* will be women. .
